EXPENSE  GUIDELINES 
Louisiana  Conference  Executive  Committee 
(Amended  9/15/95) 


United  Methodist  Women  recognize  the  need  to  be  an  inclusive  group  and  to  have  elected  leaders 
who  represent  a diversity  of  age,  race,  economic  background,  and  status  of  employment.  To  make 
this  possible,  a Budget  for  Conference  Administration  and  Membership  Development  is  approved 
annually  to  provide  expenses  for  those  chosen  to  serve  in  leadership  positions.  The  following 
guidelines  for  reimbursement  (along  with  the  Conference  Budget)  seek  to  expand  the  concept  of 
what  it  means  to  be  in  mission. 

Expense  vouchers  are  available  from  the  conference  treasurer  and  must  be  filled  out  in  full  when 
applying  for  reimbursement  and  submitted  to  the  conference  treasurer  and  approved  by  the 
conference  president  and  secretary.  Expenses  for  specific  meetings  should  be  turned  in  at  the  close 
of  that  meeting,  if  possible,  or  not  later  than  the  next  week.  Expense  vouchers  should  be  submitted 
within  the  quarter  which  the  expense  occurs  when  possible.  All  possible  receipts  must  be  attached 
to  expense  vouchers. 

Leaders  are  advised  to  submit  all  legitimate  expenses  for  doing  their  job  well.  If  someone  cares  to 
donate  supplies  or  services  which  normally  would  be  covered  under  these  guidelines,  please  submit 
a voucher  for  those  charges  and  then  endorse  the  check  (or  refund  part  of  it)  directly  to  the 
conference  treasurer. 

Conference  officers  are  asked  to  pay  their  own  registration  fees  to  Conference  events  without 
reimbursement.  They  are  often  expected  to  pay  their  own  room,  meal,  and  travel  expenses  and  then 
submit  the  receipt(s)  with  a voucher  applying  for  reimbursement.  If  this  arrangement  causes 
personal  hardship,  a cash  advance  to  cover  expected  costs  may  be  requested  from  the  conference 
treasurer. 

Every  call,  letter  or  written  announcement  of  upcoming  events  requiring  "official  participation"  of 
conference  leaders  shall  mention  further  specific  plans  for  financial  arrangement(s)  not  delineated 
herein  (such  as  whether  the  individual  leaders  will  pay  or  sign  for  meals  and  lodging). 

The  following  limitations  should  be  noted: 

A.  Travel  Expenses 

1.  Thirteen  (13)  cents  per  mile  shall  be  allowed  for  travel  by  car.  When  a minimum 
10-seat  van  is  occupied  by  at  least  six  (6)  or  more  people  in  a car  pool,  mileage  will 
be  paid  at  a flat  rate  of  twenty-five  (25)  cents  per  mile. 

To  encourage  car  pooling,  officers  will  be  paid  an  additional  two  (2)  cents  per  mile 
for  each  additional  rider  in  a car  or  mini-van.  When  district  and  conference 
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Travel  Expenses  (Continued) 


officers  travel  together  with  expenses  provided  expenses  provided  by  their  respective 
organizations,  they  shall  submit  pro  rata  shares  of  the  expenses  of  these  groups. 
Riders  other  than  district  and  conference  officers  must  assume  their  share  of  the 
expense. 

2.  Lodging  may  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $10.00  per  person  per 
day. 

3.  Meals  may  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $12.50  per  person  per  day  (to  be  divided 
between  meals  as  desired).  Meals  for  events  that  are  less  than  one  day  will  be 
reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $2.50  for  breakfast,  $5.50  for  lunch,  and  $7.00  for  dinner. 

B.  Officers  Resources 


Materials  which  are  necessary  for  information  and  execution  of  your  job  (such 
as  Service  Center  publications)  may  be  purchased  and  become  the  property 
of  the  Conference  organization.  Most  of  these  materials  should  be  maintained 
in  the  files  you  keep  and  pass  on  to  successors.  Utmost  care  should  be  taken 
that  we  do  not  needlessly  duplicate  materials  which  cover  overlapping 
concerns  of  other  leaders. 

C.  Operating  Expenses 

Postage,  office  supplies,  copy  charges,  long  distance  telephone  charges, 

and  other  miscellaneous  charges  are  allowable.  Receipts  for  these  expenses 
are  to  be  attached  to  the  voucher.  The  use  of  professional  secretarial  services 
and  large  numbers  of  xerox  copies  are  discouraged;  and  prior  approval  is 
required  for  these  expenses. 

D.  Dependent  Care  Subsidy 

A Dependent  Care  Subsidy  plan  was  adopted  April  25,  1992.  When  a 
member  of  the  Conference  Executive  Committee  (elected  or  appointed)  is 
required  to  attend  Annual  Meeting,  Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission, 
Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission,  Mid-Year  Executive  Committee 
meeting.  District  Elected  Leaders  Training,  or  a Women’s  Division  Workshop, 
she  MAY  be  paid  a Dependent  Care  Subsidy  up  to  $30.00  per  day  for  hired 
care  required  for  children  12  years  of  age  or  under/or  for  an  invalid  (ill, 
handicapped,  blind)  parent/spouse/or  other  dependent  person  residing  in  her 
home  — providing  this  is  an  absolute  necessity  and  that  no  other  family 
member  or  friend  is  available  to  do  this  for  her.

A calm  Presence  was  in  that  room  and  we  ail 
knew  that  Betty  was  with  our  Lord.  Betty  loved  the  Lord  with  all  her  heart  and  she  loved  her  church.  She  shared  her  love  for  her  Lord 
with  those  around  her 

Driving  back  to  the  church  to  my  office  from  the  hospital,  1 was  thinking  about  my  thoughts  for  the  meditation  and  asking  myself, 

"How  much  do  others  see  God's  love  in  me”^"  Sure,  they  see  God's  love  when  1 am  leading  music,  or  when  1 am  leading  a retreat,  or 
when  1 am  giving  a devotional  But  what  do  they  see  in  me  in  my  everyday  life?  Is  there  love  in  my  eyes  when  I see  that  member  of  the 
church  who  is  never  satisfied  with  any  song  we  sing‘s  Or  how  about  when  I am  waiting  in  the  Express  Lane  at  WalMart  and  the  person 
in  front  of  me  has  1 8 items  instead  of  1 2?  Or  what  about  the  aggravation  when  I call  to  get  my  balance  on  my  VISA  and  I want  to  talk 
to  a real  live  person  and  what  1 get  is  a voice  that  says,  "Punch  this  number,"  and  "Punch  that  number,"  and  "Punch  another  number," 
and  1 hang  up  and  1 still  don't  know  I can  tell  you  right  now  that  the  person  in  the  room  with  me  isn't  sure  what  they  are  seeing  in  my 
eyes,  but  it  sure  isn't  the  love  of  Jesus. 

Showing  the  love  of  Christ  to  lovely  people  and  in  lovely  situations  is  easy  for  us  to  do  But,  you  know,  Jesus  had  to  go  and  tell  us  to 
love  our  enemies,  pray  for  those  who  persecute  us,  and  even  be  fnendly  with  those  Samaritans  in  our  lives.  If  the  love  of  Jesus  is  way 
down  in  the  depths  of  my  heart,  the  love  of  Jesus  should  be  seen  and  heard  by  those  around  me 

1 have  a little  something  that  I want  you  to  do  Take  this  little  card  and  let's  read  the  verse  together.  "Let  us  love  one  another,  for  love 
is  from  God"  Now  1 want  you  to  take  this  little  card  and  think  for  a little  while  about  a person  in  your  life  who  is  very  hard  to 
love  Now,  1 want  you  to  take  a brief  moment  and  say  a prayer  for  that  person  . In  the  next  few  days  I want  you  to  mail  this  card  to 
this  person  and  let  them  know  that  you  said  a prayer  for  them  today.  If  you  are  uncomfortable  doing  this,  keep  this  card  in  a place 
where  you  can  see  it  and  let  it  remind  you  to  keep  praying  for  this  person.  Now  probably  that  person  will  not  change,  but  your  attitude 
toward  that  person  probably  will 

Now  let  us  sing  together  the  song  "Bind  Us  Together,  Lord" 

Sisters  in  Christ,  let  us  love  one  another,  for  God  is  love  Go  and  share  His  love  Amen 
The  meeting  was  adjourned  for  the  evening  at  9: 1 5 p m 

FEBRUARY  14,  1998 

CALL  TO  ORDER:  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8: 1 5 a m.  by  the  President. 

Norma  Winegeart  shared  a note  from  Dave  and  Kristin  Markay,  missionaries  to  Lithuania  who  were  in  Norma's  daughter's  church. 
Women  in  two  of  their  churches  have  organized  prayer  groups  in  the  manner  of  United  Methodist  Women.  They  were  requesting 
prayers  for  these  groups 

Evelyn  Evans  moved  that  the  offering  from  the  September  Annual  Meeting  go  Undesignated  in  honor  of  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Dan 
Solomon  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed 

Elouise  Sanders  announced  that  Angelique  White  from  New  Orleans  District  and  Linda  Rowland  from  Ruston  District  were  the  winners 
of  the  $300  scholarships  to  Assembly  in  Orlando  in  May  These  two  were  selected  from  seven  applicants. 
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HISTORIAN:  Seola  Callahan  announced  that  the  UMW  storeroom  at  the  Conference  Center  is  in  order  with  a lock  on  the  door  and 
all  of  our  "stufT  is  now  in  one  place.  Norma  Winegeart  and  Seola  sorted,  wrapped,  labelled,  stored,  and  made  a "Needs  to  be  Done" 
list.  Priority  1—  to  put  together  the  latest  scrapbook;  2~to  inventory  what  we  have,  discover  what  we  do  not  have,  and  catalog  these 
missing  items  so  that  they  can  be  replaced.  Seola  was  glad  to  see  Annual  Meeting  programs  and  Directories  from  the  1920's  and  even 
a few  earlier  ones.  Guidelines  for  the  Historian  need  to  be  developed  including  checking  out  procedures,  guides  for  what  to  save  and  to 
throw  away.

1 997— participated  in  a test  run  for  UMW  ListServ,  a discussion  group  offered  on  the  Women's  Division  Home  Page,  about  "Inviting

At  this  point  the  Mission  Team  was  honored  to  be  joined  by  Bishop  Dan  Solomon  who  had  approached  our  President  saying  "Mother. 
May  I?"  take  a few  minutes  to  talk  to  the  group  He  expressed  his  appreciation  for  what  the  United  Methodist  Women  stands  for  as 
leaders  in  mission  and  told  about  Dana  Roberts'  book  Women  in  Mission  dealing  with  the  women's  mission  movement  on  an  ecumenical 
basis.  One  chapter  is  devoted  to  United  Methodist  Women  and  its  predecessor  organizations.  His  second  point  was  that  with 
Friendship  Press  going  out  of  business.  The  United  Methodist  Church  is  looking  at  the  possibility  of  preparing  our  own  study  materials 
He  sees  this  as  a real  crisis.  Third,  Bishop  Solomon  asked  that  the  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Women  become  missionaries  on  behalf 
of  the  Conference  Center.  He  has  recorded  a 28-minute  video  available  for  congregations  that  have  not  paid  their  fair-share  goal  If 
United  Methodist  Women  are  "galvanized"  around  this,  it  will  get  done.  The  mission  is  worthy,  the  challenge  is  awesome  On  our  S3 
million  indebtedness,  the  interest  at  the  present  time  is  $553  per  day.  Mission  is  being  done  here  and  lives  are  being  changed  Every 
church  must  go  back  to  and  meet  its  fair-share  goal 

STANDING  RULES:  Jean  Rockhold,  chair,  gave  the  attached  report  Most  changes  had  to  do  with  language  due  to  the  new 
structure.  She  reported  the  following:  attended  all  meetings  of  the  Louisiana  Tech  Wesley  Foundation  Board  and  has  caused  a 
number  of  persons  to  Join  the  organization;  taught  the  Mission  Study  on  Brazil;  as  her  church  Lay  Leader  she  coordinated  the  Shoes 
for  African  Children  campaign  and  food  boxes  for  North  Korea.

Convening  of  the  Meeting:  After  the  Prelude  by  Micky  Cloud,  Deacon  and  Minister  of  Music  at  Trinity,  and 
the  Invocation  by  retiring  Vice  President  Hilda  D.  Sills,  the  meeting  was  convened  at  1 p.m.  by  the  President 
Elouise  Sanders  who  then  led  the  group  in  affirming  our  PURPOSE  and  presided  at  the  meeting. 

Welcomes:  Gracious  welcomes  were  extended  by  Rev.  Fred  Wideman,  Senior  Pastor  at  Trinity  UMC,  Rev. 
Jimmie  Pyles,  Ruston  District  Superintendent,  and  Maxie  Garrett,  Ruston  District  President  and  Chair  of  the 
Annual  Meeting  Task  Force. 

Recognition  of  Visitors:  Special  guests  included  Jimmie  Crotwell,  the  nurse;  four  past  Conference 
PresidentS“Amy  Ward,  Janelle  McCammon,  Norma  Winegeart,  and  Pat  Cobb;  past  Chair  of  the  Wesleyan 
Serv  ice  Guild,  Gloria  Bennett;  and  a missionary  on  leave,  Doretha  Brown. 

Presentation  of  the  Program:  Maxie  Garrett,  Chair,  and  Kitty  DeFreese,  Assistant  Chair,  presented  the 
program  in  the  form  of  a radio  interview. 

Lighting  of  the  Mission  Candle:  In  keeping  with  our  theme  Hessie  Watson  pointed  out  that  "today  we  learn 
the  results  of  our  labor"  and  "experience  the  joy  of  the  harvest",  the  gifts  in  honor  and  memory  of  fellow 
laborers,  past,  present  and  future,  whose  names  are  in  our  Mission  Candle  Book.

Promise  Award:  The  Promise  Award,  given  to  a unit  showing  excellence  in  promoting  the  Charter  for  Racial 
Justice  Policies  as  determined  by  written  criteria,  was  earned  by  University  United  Methodist  Women  in  Lake 
Charles.  Honorable  Mention  was  given  to  St.  Peter's  UMW  in  Jeanerette. 

UMW  Praises:  Norma  Simpkins  led  the  members  in  singing  a medley  of  praise  songs. 

Mission  Team  Report:  President  Elouise  Sanders  prepared  members  for  the  Mission  Team  report  by  saying 
that  as  we  labored  into  His  harvest  this  year  there  have  been  moments  of  fun  and  fellowship  and  our  reports 
would  combine 
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the  seriousness  of  our  reports  with  a touch  of  humor..  Harvest  fruits  would  be  placed  in  the  cornucopia  as  each 
report  was  presented. 

Committee  on  Nominations  - Norma  Winegeart,  Chair;  (a  bunch  of  grapes)  The  committee  had  a "bunch  of 
Talent  Bank  sheets"  from  which  to  select  the  nine  nominees,  following  guidelines  set  forth  by  all  levels  of 
structure  and  seeking  names  of  women  from  both  district  and  local  organizations.  Norma  explained  the 
procedure  for  nominating  from  the  floor. 

Continuing  in  office  will  be  Elouise  Sanders,  Carolyn  Colvin,  Frances  Patton,  Brenda  Canty,  Gwen  Streams, 
and  Rita  Parham.

Members  of  the  Committee  on  the  Charter  for  Racial  Justice 
Policies  are  Elouise  Sanders,  Gwen  Streams,  Jeroldean  Dommert,  and  Rita  Parham.  On  yet  another  branch  of 
the  vine  we  find  Doris  Brown  serving  as  a member  of  the  Women's  Division,  Kathleen  Conrad  as  a member  of 
the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  UMW  Core  Planning  Group,  and  Gwen  Streams  serving  on  the  West  Gulf 
Regional  School  Planning  Team. 

Secretary:  (a  pear)  A secretary's  duties  include  prePEARing  the  minutes  of  meetings  and  attempting  to 
PEAL  away  unnecessary  information  and  get  to  the  CORE  of  the  matters  at  hand.  Carolyn  Colvin  requested 
that  district  secretaries  prePEAR  the  local  and  district  officer  lists  to  be  sent  to  her  by  October  15.

Vice  President:  (a  plum)  Hilda  Sills  has  been  plumb  tired  from  her  labor  this  year,  but  the  harvest  has  been 
plentiful.  Hilda  reported  her  attendance  at  meetings  every  month  which  included  the  following;  installing  the 
officers  of  the  New  Orleans  district;  the  John  Wesley  Heritage  Tour  of  England;  the  National  Federation  of 
Methodist  Women  United  in  Blackstone,  Virginia;  several  Annual  Meeting  Task  Force  meetings,  serving  as 
Communion  Server  and  Collection  Steward  at  Assembly;  and  West  Gulf  Regional  School  and  Louisiana 
Conference  School  of  Missions. 

Hilda  presented  the  proposed  goals  for  1999  as  follows;

1 - teen  women  (ages  12-17) 

2 - college/university  women 

3 - young  women  (ages  18  - 25) 

4 - newly-retired  women. 

B.  organizing  district  and  local  units  at 

1 - local  churches  where  there  are  no  units. 

2 - colleges  and  universities,  Wesley  Foundations  and  retirement  centers. 

Hilda  moved  the  adoption  of  the  goals  listed  above  and  Brenda  Canty  seconded  the  motion  which  was 
passed.  (Hilda  is  retiring  after  ten  years  as  a Conference  Officer.) 
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j Treasurer:  (a  carrot)  Evelyn  Evans  said  carrots  are  supposed  to  be  good  for  eyesight  which  treasurers  need. 
Also  they  are  used  to  make  "copper  pennies"  and  pennies  turn  into  dollars  for  missions.  Evelyn  lifted  up  the 
persons  and  projects  listed  in  the  Prayer  Calendar  for  this  date.  We  give  our  mission  dollars,  but  these  people 
give  their  lives  and  labor.  Hard  labor  by  the  districts  has  shown  up  this  year  in  the  number  of  5-Star  certificates 
given,  133  as  compared  with  126  last  year. 

Stating  that  money  was  necessary  to  carry  on  the  program  of  the  Conference  and  to  send  officers  to  various 
functions,  Evelyn  Evans  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Budget  for  1999  (attached).  Brenda  Canty  seconded. 
Motion  passed. 

Social  Action:  (squash)  Muriel  Miller  stated  that  we  all  need  to  work  to  squash  out  injustice  and  prejudice 
and  illustrated  this  in  a beautiful  Native  American  story:  All  of  the  vegetables  were  arguing  about  which  was 
the  most  important,  each  considering  itself  to  be  best.  To  end  the  long  argument  the  rain  declared  that  God 
j made  all  of  them  for  a special  purpose  and  none  was  better  or  worse  than  the  others.  "God  has  scattered 
' mankind  across  the  earth  in  a great  quilt  of  colors  as  a reminder  that  He  loves  you  all,  and  that  you  can  live 
I together  in  peace."

j Membership  Nurture  and  Outreach:  (peas  and  cucumbers)  Brenda  Canty  reminded  the  members  that  we 
mind  our  "P's  and  cukes"  nurturing  our  members  as  they  grow  into  laborers  for  the  harvest.  Brenda  reported 
the  following:

*The  1998  Louisiana  Conference  Woman  in  Mission  Award  goes  to  Hilda  Davis  of  the  Wesley  Unit,  Sulphur, 
in  the  Lake  Charles  District. 

I Education  and  Interpretation:  (ear  of  corn)  Frances  Patton  said,  "This  may  seem  corny,  but  we  need  to  use 
jj  our  ears".  Frances  attended  events  this  year  which  required  using  ears  including  Leadership  Training  in 
I Chicago,  School  Committee  meetings,  West  Gulf  Regional  and  Conference  School  of  Missions,  and 
Membership,  Finance,  and  Executive  Committee  meetings.  More  than  eighty  certificates  were  given  for 
I Participation  and  Excellence  of  Studies. 

Program  Resources:  (lettuce)  Gwen  Streams  said,  "Let  us  read,  read,  read."  Members  read  2745  books  this 
I year  with  all  nine  districts  reporting.  A book  has  been  donated  to  Sager  Brown  in  honor  of  North  Shore  which 

I led  in  number  of  books  read  with  906. 

Communications:  (orange)  Rita  Parham  asked  the  members,"Orange  you  glad  you  heard  about  annual 
meeting?  That's  communication."  In  fall  our  thoughts  turn  to  hunting—  hunting  what?— for  new  members  to  tell 
the  UMW  story.  This  year  Rita  told  the  story  of  Assembly  and  how  United  Methodist  Women  "Make  Plain  the 
Vision",  women  attending  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  learned  to  tell  the  story  of  the  Bible,  Indonesia  and 
Refugees,  including  a Parade  for  special  effects  and  using  computer  technology  on  the  INTERNET. 

Spiritual  Growth:  (peach)  "Serving  as  Coordinator  for  Spiritual  Growth  has  been  a peach  of  an  opportunity" 

! for  Annette  Fortuna.  She  asked  members  to  raise  their  hands  if  they  participated  in  the  following  opportunities 
for  growing  spiritually:

Annette 
will  serve  as  Chair  for  the  Conference  Retreat  at  the  Conference  Center  February  26  - 28.  Rena  Yocom  will 
lead  the  retreat  using  the  theme  "Rejoice  in  the  Lord  Always". 

President:  (beet)  "United  Methodist  Women  are  hard  to  BEAT"  and  they  are  commited  as  "Laborers  into  His 
Harvest"  according  to  Elouise  Sanders  who  reported  a rewarding  year  full  of  training  sessions,  committee 
meetings.  Schools  of  Mission,  reports  to  give.  Assembly  and  lists  to  make  sure  everything  is  done.  Helping  her 
with  these  responsibilities  has  been  a wonderful,  talented  group  including  two  past  UMW  Conference 
presidents,  Pat  Cobb  and  Norma  Winegeart,  the  District  Presidents,  and  Maxie  Garrett  and  Kitty  DeFreese 
whose  committee's  work  made  this  meeting  possible.  Especially  she  thanked  Norma  Simpkins  for  typing  and 
copying.  "Most  of  all  I thank  God  for  his  constant  presence  ...and  assurance  that  things  were  going  to  be  O.K," 
and  reminders  to  trust  in  Him  - His  grace  is  sufficient. 


Election  of  Officers:  Committee  on  Nominatons  Chair  Norma  Winegeart  called  the  names  of  the  committee 
members  and  asked  that  they  stand.  Norma  explained  that  in  the  Spring  the  committee  had  prayerfully  and 
carefully  selected  the  names  as  printed,  but  that  on  Monday  of  this  week.  Glory  Brown  had  to  withdraw  as 
nominee  for  Coordinator  for  Spiritual  Growth.  After  several  phone  calls  it  was  decided  that  it  was  not  feasible 
for  the  committee  to  meet  prior  to  this  session  because  of  long  distances.

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UMW  Sines:  Norma  Simpkins  led  the  group  in  singing  two  praise  songs. 


(The  order  of  the  meeting  was  changed  at  this  point  to  accommodate  the  following  speaker.) 

Church  Women  United:  Martha  Boone,  Louisiana  president  of  CWU,  reported  on  several  meetings  since  she 
became  president  saying  that  she  would  like  to  see  all  of  the  members  present  today  at  the  CWU  meetings. 
Martha  stated  that  the  number  of  ditty  bags  sent  to  St.  Gabriel  Prison  for  Women  had  grown  from  about  500 
several  years  ago  to  900  this  year.  This  is  a reflection  of  the  number  of  incarcerated  women  in  Louisiana  and  is 
an  indication  that  we  as  Church  Women  United  need  to  do  more  to  prevent  this  situation. 

South  Central  Core  Planning  Group:  Kathleen  Conrad  used  a question-and-answer  format  to  explain  that 
this  group  is  made  up  of  seventeen  conferences  and  includes  several  ethnic  groups.  The  purpose  is  to  assist  the 
conferences  in  learning  about  missions.  The  focus  from  1996  - 2000  is  the  Mission  Today  program  in  which 
two  persons  from  Jurisdiction  go  to  each  conference  to  train  conference  and  district  officers  so  that  they  have  a 
better  understanding  of  and  commitment  to  mission.  In  turn  they  train  local  unit  officers.  The  tasks  other  than 
meetings  of  the  group  include  the  planning  of  the  Quadrennial  Jurisdiction  meeting  where  jurisdiction  members 
and  directors  of  Women's  Division  are  elected.  The  next  meeting  will  be  in  Tulsa,  Oklahoma  on  March  17  - 19, 
2000  and  is  open  to  all  United  Methodist  Women. 

Project  Reports: 

Dulac  Community  Center:  Frank  L.  Horton,  interim  director  who  became  a missionary  to  Liberia  in  1970, 
said,  "On  the  west  coast  of  Africa  there  are  about  nine  tribes,  each  with  their  own  language,  but  they  have  a 
common  language.  They  have  a saying;  'I  call  gold  and  gold  is  mute.  I call  cloth  and  cloth  is  mute.  It’s 
mankind  that  matters."  Two  weeks  earlier  the  Board  chose  the  first  Native  American  to  be  the  director.  The 
center  depends  on  donations  for  its  programs,  and  Rev.  Horton  said  "Thank  you"  in  several  different  languages. 

MacDonell’s  Children's  Home:  Helen  Brock  gave  the  report  in  the  absence  of  Pam  Hoffpauir  who  had  an 
illness  in  her  family.  The  Home  has  operated  for  75  years  with  Mr.  Gerald  Bridges  as  president  for  nearly  thirty 
years,  and  he  does  an  outstanding  job.  A typical  day  begins  at  5:30  as  the  night  shift  at  each  cottage  is  replaced 
by  the  5 .30  to  3:30  shift.  The  36  children  dress,  make  their  beds,  and  get  ready  for  a breakfast  of  either 
pancakes  or  biscuits  served  at  a table  in  their  own  cottage.  Each  one  either  helps  clear  the  table  or  wash  the 
dishes.  The  maintenance  crew  comes  at  7:45  to  mow,  paint,  make  repairs,  etc.  About  10  a.m.  the  food  service 
people  arrive  to  prepare  meals  for  the  children  and  nine  to  twelve  stepmothers.  Dinner  is  eaten  together.  There 
is  a lot  of  transportation  for  the  children  as  they  go  to  school,  to  shop,  and  to  other  activities.  A study  hall  is 
held  Monday  through  Friday  from  3 p.m.  until  the  last  children  finish  their  work.  There  is  a variety  of  leisure 
activities,  and  on  Sunday  all  go  to  church.  Last  year  the  Home  provided  care  and  treatment  for  58  children  and 
adolescents  in  this  stable,  nurturing,  Christian  environment.  Helen  urged  the  members  to  pray  for  MacDonell's 
and  to  keep  sending  fronts  of  their  greeting  cards,  as  the  children  recycle  them  to  make  extra  spending  money. 

St.  Mark's  Community  Center:  From  St.  Mark's  and  the  sister  missions  in  New  Orleans  Rev.  Greg  Dike 
brought  greetings  and  thanks  for  all  the  help  they  receive.  He  told  about  the  Jazz  Project  saying  that  60  - 80 
expelled  high  school  students  are  involved  in  academic  programs.  One  of  the  newest  projects  is  the  restaurant 
run  by  dropouts  who  work  twenty  weeks  in  the  restaurant.  ^ of  the  people  who  have  finished  this  experience 
are  now  employed.  The  Street  Academy  junior  high  school  will  expand  next  year  to  include  senior  high 
students.  At  the  present  time  one-half  of  all  students  will  drop  out  of  school.  Today  New  Orleans  is  short 
13,000  entry  level  jobs,  and  with  welfare  reform  there  will  be  30,000  young  people  in  the  street.  Prayers  and 
support  are  still  needed. 
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Assembly  Reports:  Conference  Scholarship  winners  Angelique  White  and  Glenver  Rowland  gave  beautiful 
reports  on  the  Assembly.  Each  expressed  gratitude  for  being  enabled  to  attend. 

Honoring  Retiring  Officers:  Mary  Margaret  Barr  conducted  the  retirement  service  for  Muriel  Miller,  Annette 
Fortuna,  Ethel  Lilly,  Hilda  Sills,  Norma  Winegeart,  and  Joyce  Hazel.  All  of  these  had  served  four  years  in  their 
current  office  except  Annette  who  finished  an  uncompleted  term,  and  so  served  three  years.  Mary  Margaret 
told  of  seeing  the  first  bale  of  cotton  ginned  this  year  and  related  it  to  the  many  workers  involved  in  its 
production.  This  year  there  is  a poor  harvest  because  of  the  drought,  but  there  would  be  none  without  workers. 
Jesus  is  concerned  about  common  people.  He  selected  twelve  men  to  help  spread  God's  word  of  salvation  from 
sin.  Many  workers  have  been  sent  by  United  Methodist  Women  and  we  support  them  by  love,  money  and 
prayer.  Mary  Margaret  thanked  the  retiring  officers  for  their  labor  saying  that  a gift  to  missions  had  been  made 
in  honor  of  each  of  them  and  each  received  a sheaf  of  wheat.  Mary  Margaret  reminded  them  that  their  work 
was  not  finished  and  that  they  were  expected  to  become  laborers  in  the  harvest  in  their  local  units  and  districts 

The  meeting  was  dismissed  at  4:20  p m.  by  the  president. 

BANQUET 

Friday,  6:30  P.M. 

Gymnasium,  Trinity  United  Methodist  Church 

The  members  gathered  to  music  by  Randall  and  Shirley  Barron.  After  the  Invocation  and  Blessing  by  Maxie 
Garrett  and  special  music  by  a quartet  from  Trinity,  a delightful  banquet  was  served. 

Norma  Winegeart  introduced  the  speaker,  Joy  Solomon,  wife  of  Bishop  Dan  Solomon.  Reared  and  educated  in 
Texas,  Joy  is  mother  and  grandmother  of  two  sons,  a daughter,  and  two  grandsons.  She  is  a teacher,  a soloist,  a 
cellist,  and  a songwriter.  Her  concern  for  children  has  shown  itself  in  many  ways,  including  originating  the 
collection  by  our  Conference  of  tennis  shoes  and  blue  jeans  for  children  in  Africa. 

Joy  began  by  quoting  a poem:  "Mary  had  a little  lamb;  She  also  had  a sheep.  She  went  to  Annual  Conference, 
And  died  from  lack  of  sleep."  She  reported  that  letters  were  coming  from  Afnca  saying  that  the  tennis  shoes 
had  arrived  and  said,  "That's  what  it's  all  about." 

Joy  read  the  theme  scripture  and  prayed  for  the  children  and  youth  of  the  world.  She  quoted  a poem  by 
Niemuller  saying  that  the  Nazis  came  for  the  Jews,  the  Catholics,  the  trade  union  members,  and  with  each 
group  "1"  did  not  speak  up  because  1 was  not  one  of  that  group.  Then  they  came  for  me  and  there  was  no  one 
left  to  speak  up.  Although  there  are  no  major  wars  declared  today,  there  are  wars  against  neighbors,  against 
poverty,  against  the  enviomment.  Struggles  are  often  meaningless,  leading  to  destruction,  disease,  death,  and 
lack  of  compassion.  Wholesale  death  and  destruction  are  so  widespread  that  they  are  almost  acceptable. 
Quoting  statistics  regarding  children's  problems  such  as  illness,  deaths  by  various  causes,  hunger,  abuse, 
neglect,  and  lack  of  education,  she  challenged  the  members  to  hear  God's  call  to  become  laborers  into  his 
harvest. 

Following  announcements  by  the  president,  Kitty  DeFreese  sent  the  group  forth  with  prayer. 

SATURDAY,  SEPTEMBER  19,  8:30  A.M. 

Norma  Simpkins  led  the  group  in  praise  songs  and  Rev.  Linda  Shepherd  gave  the  Morning  Prayer.  Brenda 
Canty  led  the  members  in  a Litany  asking  that  as  we  eat,  labor,  sleep,  visit  the  doctor,  and  drive,  that  we 
remember  those  unable  to  do  the  things  we  take  for  granted  and  that  our  prayers  be  turned  into  deeds  to  relieve 
the  pain  of  lacking. 
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Committee  on  NominatioBs:  Chair  Norma  Winegeart  announced  that  Lou  Medlock  had  accepted  the 
nomination  to  be  Coordinator  for  Spiritual  Growth  for  1999  - 2000.  President  Elouise  Sanders  announced  that 
Lou  was  elected  by  general  consent. 

Elouise  Sanders  introduced  Bishop  Dan  Solomon  who  told  of  visiting  slums  in  Manila  and  seeing  a circle  of 
parents  and  young  women  singing  with  tears  on  their  cheeks.  The  young  women  had  been  in  an  institution 
founded  by  United  Methodist  Women  and  were  celebrating  their  recovery  from  addiction.  They  now  had  hope 
and  a whole  new  life.  The  next  room  housed  fourteen  boys.  It  was  clean  and  neat  and  was  the  only  home  they 
had.  Previously  living  on  the  streets,  they  now  had  food,  a home,  and  an  awareness  of  love  and  gifts  without 
begging.  They  all  were  "safe  in  the  arms  of  Jesus". 

Pledge  Service:  Treasurer  Evelyn  Evans  announced  that  Frances  Patton,  Coordinator  for  Education  and 
Interpretation,  had  written  the  Pledge  Service  and  would  assist  in  the  service. 

Frances  Patton  said  that  we  are  not  called  to  risk  our  lives  but  may  be  called  to  risk  popularity  and  forego  some 
material  pleasures  as  we  seek  to  change  unjust  systems  and  support  missions  as  faithful  servants  of  Jesus.  One 
of  the  ways  we  work  for  change  is  through  sharing  resources  gained  by  using  God's  gifts  to  us  in  giving  to 
undesignated  giving. 

Evelyn  Evans  said  we  are  called  for  such  a time  as  this  and  we  will  share  our  resources  by  making  our  yearly 
pledge.  District  members  stood  as  the  treasurer  of  each  district  named  one  of  the  kinds  of  mission  in  the  budget 
or  quoted  scripture  regarding  mission,  and  then  announced  the  amount  of  that  district's  pledge.  The  pledges  by 
district  were;

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Morning  Message 
Joy  Solomon 

Joy  stated  that  members  of  United  Methodist  Women  can  find  meaning  and  purpose  as  we  gather  together.  She 
recounted  some  important  dates  in  UMW  history:  In  1922  the  Purpose  was  adopted  by  the  Women's  Home 
Missionary  Society  which  was  organized  more  than  a centur>  ago  in  times  when  women  and  children  were 
considered  to  be  chattel,  almost  non-living.  By  1939-40  the  Northern  and  Southern  branches  of  Methodism 
reunited  and  the  women's  organization  formed  a strong  Women's  Division  to  raise  funds,  to  direct  mission 
programs,  and  to  send  women  missionaries  to  establish  institutions  for  women  and  children  around  the  world 
In  1964  the  organization  adopted  the  current  PURPOSE.  Statistics  show  that  most  of  the  poor  are  women, 
children,  and  the  elderly.  Joy  encouraged  members  to  continue  to  support  and  expand  our  missions  in  the 
United  States  and  around  the  world. 

Installation  of  Officers:  Doris  Brown  charged  the  officers  to  go  forth  into  the  harvest  as  Jesus  sent  his 
disciples  to  teach  others  to  serve.  The  Committee  on  Nominations  was  charged  with  finding  workers  willing  to 
work  in  the  harvest.  As  we  set  goals  and  work,  we  see  that  the  Lord  is  at  work  and  is  seeking  women  to  serve 
children  and  women,  freeing  them  from  hopelessness  and  despair;  to  give  a hand  to  teens  and  retired  women, 
to  give  of  their  resources.  We  find  cause  to  celebrate  because  there  are  such  women  - our  newly  elected 
officers.  While  the  members  hummed  "Here  I Am,  Lord",  Doris  called  the  new  officers  individually  to  come 
forward.  She  recalled  her  first  experiences  with  UMW  and  hearing  that  song  for  the  first  time  and  how  it  still 
stirs  her.  "God  is  pleased  that  you  are  here."  She  asked,  "Do  you  accept  your  office  and  your  calling  in  the 
mission  field?"  The  officers  responded,  "We  do."  Doris  responded,  "You  are  not  called  to  do  everylhing  but 
you  are  called  to  do  something.  Will  you  make  a difference  as  you  hear  God's  calU"  After  a prayer  of 
dedication,  she  asked  the  returning  officers  to  join  them.  They  were  all  given  seeds  to  represent  their  God  giv  en 
gifts  which  were  to  be  "sown"  among  other  members.  Doris  closed  by  asking  the  members  if  they  would 
support  these  officers  and  search  inside  themselves  to  see  what  gifts  they  had  to  share.  She  closed  by  having 
the  group  sing  the  chorus  to  "Here  I Am,  Lord". 

Invitation  to  the  1999  meeting:  When  President  Elouise  Sanders  asked  if  there  were  an  invitation  to  the 
Conference  for  next  year's  Annual  Meeting,  Betty  Pope,  Baton  Rouge  District  President,  came  forward  and 
invited  the  group  to  First  United  Methodist  Church  in  Baton  Rouge  on  September  24,  1999  and  Cooky  Coffey 
presented  church  fans  with  scenes  in  Baton  Rouge  which  would  be  given  to  everyone  as  they  left. 

Announcements:  Maxie  Garrett  extended  thanks  to  God,  to  the  women  attending,  to  Kitty  and  Travis 
DeFreese,  to  the  Trinity  staff,  to  the  Local  Arrangements  Committee,  and  to  the  148  Ruston  District  members. 
Maxie  said  that  the  offering  of  $1,814.06  would  go  undesignated  in  honor  of  Joy  Solomon.  Bishop  Solomon 
said  he  would  donate  another  $186  to  make  this  an  even  $2000.
